Before li-avinij Neap irt he waa asked — 

"What chance have you for a fair trial tbe 
next time?" 

"If the pnweeution bad ever intended that I 
ahoold have a fair trial they never would have 
objected so .strenu MiHly to my trial taking place 
in a Federal Court, where a fair trial would 
have been assured me," he replied. 

"A fair trial iaaU I have ever aaked. A fair 
trial ia all I aow uk. A fair trial meaaa my ae- 
ijuittal. The prosecution know this and have 
been determined for the last six years that I 
be deprived of each a trial. 

"Yoa don't have to give a gailty maa aii 
yeara of unfair and illegal triala in order to 
convict him. You can convict a guilty man 
without that. It is entirely unneceaaary to ap- 
propriaU 9100,000 with which to proaeeate tbe 
guilty.
